According to Tribune Lifestyle Editor Lindsey Ziliak’s July 30 story on the 
NIPSCO donation, the campaign has raised around $10 million of the $16 


million needed to finish. 


“This project is not about a building; it’s beyond the bricks and mortar,” 
states the drive’s official website. “This daring campaign is about building a 


community and having the courage to support the Kokomo we all love.” 


Let’s band together and make good on the promise of such a necessary 
future landmark. We’re more than halfway to the finish line. All we need is 
one last push.

Howard County for generations to come.
